The College Question 


College “makes a difference.” It can 
set its students permanently in the wrong 
direction, or it can face them toward truth 
and life. A Christian mother, in a personal 
letter last summer to the Times, wrote 
about her daughter: “Frances is still hop- 
ing that it may become possible for her 
to enter Wheaton. She says she would 
rather never go to college than go where 
dancing is the chief social diversion. I 
wish I could set before parents who think 
it a matter of small importance what school 
a youngster attends two young folks I 
know, a brother and sister from a fine 
Christian home. The girl went to Wheaton, 
the boy to our State College. Between 
them now there is a great gulf—I hope 


it isn’t ‘fixed.’” It is a matter for thanks- 
giving that there are a number of really 
Christian colleges, where dancing is not 
the chief social diversion but where, along 
with healthy, normal social life, recreation, 
and fun of the right sort, Christ himself 
is at the center and therefore true educa- 
tion is made possible. But these schools 
are in the minority, and Christian parents 
should face the fact that vital and eternal 
issues for their children may depend upon 
the choice of a school.

When We Suffer 


Many are asking today, “Why am I 
called upon to suffer so much?” We may 
never be able to understand in this life — 
but’ we may be satisfied without under- 
standing. Dr. W. Y. Fullerton is quoted 
in the Keswick Calendar: “Job was never 
satisfied until he saw God, and when he 
saw God he had content. Not that he got 
the answer to his question as to why he 
suffered; he got something much better 
than that. He lost the question, and, see- 
ing that it was God’s intent, he was willing 
to suffer. If we suffer, do not think that 
some strange thing has happened to us. 
We shall be content to suffer if it be 
God’s choice for us, if it is going to pre- 
pare us to be his witnesses.” That in- 
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spired book on the mystery of suffering 
and the joy of seeing the Lord because of 
suffering tells us that God “heareth the 
cry of the afflicted,” and then adds the com- 
forting words: “When he giveth quiet- 
ness, who then can make trouble?” (Job 
34: 28, 20.) 


The Call Home 


There is only one true home for God’s 
children. That home is where God lives. 
While it is true that he is omnipresent, yet 
Heaven is his home —and ours. And the 
supreme joy for God’s children, in going 
home, is that of seeing the Lord Jesus 
Christ himself. A Christian father and 
mother were recently separated from their 
dear son, taken from them by death just 
as he had entered college. A friend wrote 
to them: “Please be assured of my own 
deep personal sympathy. At the same time 
I know how you are rejoicing in his great 
joy, and that the God of all comfort is 
making himself very precious and real to 
you at this time. If, while we do not see 
Christ here, we ‘rejoice with joy unspeak- 
able and full of glory’ while we live by 
faith, not by sight, what must be the joy 
and glory your dear son is having as he 
sees him and is with him!” Faith is bet- 
ter than sight, for the present; but sight 
will be better than faith, in His presence. 


And Siill ‘Mesiileas Christmas 


HERE is still a Saviour for a torn, 
destitute, and rebellious world. And 
there is still another Christmas to 
remind us of this—unless the Lord him- 
self comes to catch his Church away from 
the world before this anniversary of his 
birth. Even then the world would doubt- 
less go on celebrating Christmas. 

For the Christmas season, with dinners 
and celebrations and the giving of gifts, 
helps business, and so the world welcomes 
it. Dr. Donald Barnhouse mentioned, in 
his church calendar several years ago, that 
he had seen a Christmas card with the 
Bible verse, “And they that dwell upon the 
earth shall rejoice . . . and make merry, 
and shall send gifts one to another.” He 
noted that this is a very fine sentiment, and 
apt to stimulate giving and business in gen- 
eral— but not entirely appropriate to the 
anniversary of the incarnation of the Son 
of God. For it happens to be from the 
prophecy in Revelation that tells us of the 
jubilation of God-defying, Christ-rejecting, 
atheistic men, when two witnesses sent 
from God to men shall have finished their 
testimony, and be killed by those who hate 
God and Christ, “and their dead bodies 


shall lie in the street of the great city, 
which spiritually is called Sodom and 
Egypt, where also our Lord was crucified” 
(Rev. 11:8). Then it is that men, be- 
cause of this, shall rejoice and make merry 
and send gifts one to another. 

This has not yet come to pass, though 
it may not be far ahead, for “this is that 
spirit of antichrist, whereof ye have heard 
that it should come; and even now already 
it is in the world” (1 John 4:3). If this 
spirit was in the world when John wrote 
these words in the first century, how much 
more is it true of today, nineteen centuries 
later! 

And God mercifully sends still another 
Christmas, that men’s hearts may be 
touched, if they will, by the real meaning 
and wondrous message of the birthday of 
the Babe of Bethlehem. May we not truly 
say that the world needs the true Christ- 
mas today more than ever before in its 
long and tragic history? 

As we read our daily newspapers, which 
are triumphs of men’s genius in collecting 
swiftly and reporting brilliantly the news 
of the world, and as we read our secular and 
even many religious magazines, written and 
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edited with rare human skill, we read 
proud stories of what men are doing for 
themselves; we read searing, scorching 


stories of men’s lust, covetousness, degen- 


eracy, and unthinkably brutal crimes; and 
we read also of men’s futile and hopeless 
efforts to turn this world into a paradise. 
But we read nothing at all of what God 
has done. Another Christmas is God’s 
call to the world to think of what he has 
done for men, and what he will do today, 
gladly, eagerly, lovingly, and omnipotently, 
if only men will let him. 

We know something of what Ru8sia has 
been doing, — it has seemed unbelievable to 
the millions of God-fearing people through- 
out the world. The Soviet Republic makes 
a pretense of offering freedom of religious 
worship within its domain, but the Soviet 
rulers have proudly declared to the world 
that they “take counsel together, against 
the Lord, and against his anointed, saying, 
Let us break their bands asunder, and cast 
away their cords from us.” 

The time is coming, and coming soon, 
when, because of Russia’s blasphemous 
atheism, “He that sitteth in the heavens 
shall laugh: the Lord shall have them in 
derision. Then shall he speak unto them 
in his wrath, and vex them in his sore dis- 
pleasure.” But that time has not yet come. 
The day of grace still continues; the day 
of judgment has not yet begun. Even 
for Russia there is still another Christ- 
mas, 

And Christian America, led by a pro- 
fessing Christian President who spent the 
morning hours just before his inauguration 
in a special prayer service in one of Wash- 
ington’s churches, extends the friendly hand 
of recognition to the only officially declared 
atheistic nation on earth. Our President 
has done this against the pleading protests 
and prayers of vast numbers of his nation’s 
citizens, and against the sound counsel of 
trusted advisers. Yet even for America 
there is still another Christmas. 

Germany, the land of Martin Luther, 
whose 450th birthday anniversary the Prot- 
estant Christian world has just celebrated, 
seems in danger of becoming a close second 
to Russia in her antichristian paganism, 
although retaining the semblance of Chris- 
tian worship. “German Protestantism has 
reached a state of chaos that has never 
been equaled in the religious life of this 
country since the days of the Reformation.” 
Thus reports the Philadelphia Public Led- 
ger by cable from Berlin. Hitler has been 
trying to transform the Church into an 
organ of the Government. An Emergency 
League of 3,000 pastors has openly revolted 
against Swastika Christianity. “It was the 
now famous attack of the Berlin German 
Christian leader, Dr. Krause, on the Old 
and New Testaments, the cross and the 
traditional figure of a merciful Christ, that 
started the present rebellion.” The Old 
Testament, said the “Swastika Christians,” 
must be relegated to oblivion, its great 
characters, such as Moses, must no longer 
be respected but must be replaced by heroes 
of the German Sagas — who, like the gods 
of Greek and Roman mythology, were 
notorious for personal immoralities. Ap- 
parently it is a decisive struggle for suprem- 
acy in the German Protestant Church. 
Things are moving so swiftly that a new 
situation, may have emerged before this 
issue of the Times reaches its readers; 
meantime Christian people should pray for 
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Germany at this time, for there is still an- 
other Christmas for the Fatherland, 

Men are longing for business prosperity. 
But God’s great heart of love is longing 
for something infinitely better for men than 
that. Should we not pray that this Christ- 
mas season may bring many back to a 
realization of its real meaning? It is so 
superficial, so mistaken and wrong to urge 
that, if only this nation would pray and 
return to God, its economic prosperity 
would return. Rather let us thank God 
at this time for the priceless blessings he 
has brought into so many hearts and homes 
during the depression, and because of the 
depression, that he could never have sent 
in times of prosperity. We may well fear 
the return of prosperity —but we need 
mever fear the result of men’s returning 
to God. 

Richard Harding Davis told, many years 
ago, of having seen a saloon keeper hang 
a Christmas wreath of holly over the door 
of his saloon in honor of the Christmas sea- 
son. Mr. Davis spoke of this as one of 
those little things, commonly unnoticed, 
that had vast significance in its unconscious 
irony. A Christmas decoration for the 
place where poison, misery, degradation, 
and physical and eternal death were sold 
for a price! But are we not in danger, 
even now, of identifying Christmas with 
merely temporal interests instead of seeing 
its real and eternal meaning? 

The London Times published last year 
a remarkable editorial the day before 
Christmas. It was entitled “The Christ- 
mas Message,” and some of its sentences 
are well worth remembering: 

“The Christmas message . .. is not an 
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opiate to lull us into temporary forgetful- 
ness of evil, but news of the advent of the 
one Power by which evil must ultimately 
be overcome. It is . .. ‘glad tidings of 
great joy —for unto you is born this day 
ee ee 

“Even among definitely Christian people 
the modern tendency is no longer to speak 
of Jesus Christ as ‘the Saviour,’ except in 
the traditional language of devotion. They 
revere his earthly life as the supreme ex- 
ample. They discern the nobility of his 
ethic, and accept him as the greatest of 
teachers. Profoundly true as such a con- 
ception is, it remains unsatisfying as a 
basis of Christian belief. ... 

“If he who lay in the Manger of Beth- 
lehem were destined to become no more 
than a great example and a great teacher, 
the commemoration of. his coming would 
justify vain regret rather than happiness. 
. .. But there is a startling difference be- 
tween these modern conceptions and the 
Christian message as we find it in the New 
Testament. . . . The glad tidings of great 
joy to be proclaimed were not of a Teacher 
but of a Saviour. . . 

“It had freed them not only from the guilt 
of sin but also from its dominance. .. . 

“Again, because Christ was the Saviour 
of the world, they were assured of his 
final victory. Sooner or later the day must 
come when the last forces of evil would be 
mastered, and God would be all in all. 
Such was the belief making the early 
Church a household radiant with joy. Such 
was the belief glorifying each Christmas 
with exultations, as each reaffirmed the 
supreme truth that ‘unto you is born a 
Saviour, which is Christ the Lord.’ ”

Why Paul's, Peter's, and John’s 
Silence on the Virgin Birth? 


I have had the question asked me: “Why 
—if the Virgin Birth is an essential factor 
in our belief as to the divinity of Christ 
—jis it mentioned only by Matthew and 
Luke, and not at all by Paul, Peter, or 
John ?” 


I haven’t a doubt on the subject myself, 
but a dear friend has, and I would like 
very much to clear it if possible—A New 
Jersey reader. 

Why should the virgin birth of our Lord 
Jesus Christ have to be specifically re- 
corded by Paul, or Peter, or John? Not 
every vital doctrine of the Christian faith 
is repeated by every writer of the New 
Testament in every one of his writings. 
Mere repetition is not the conclusive evi- 
dence of Scriptural truth. If the Bible is 
what it claims to be, God’s own Word, all 
given by inspiration of God (2 Tim. 3: 
16), then a single mention anywhere in 
the Scriptures of any fact or truth is suffi- 
cient and conclusive. 

But in the case of the historical fact 
of the virgin birth of Christ, it is diffi- 
cult to imagine a more specific, detailed, 
and elaborate record than we have in two 
of the Gospels, by Matthew and by Luke. 
Matthew 1: 18-25 records in full detail 
that “the birth of Jesus Christ was on 
this wise,” there being no human father. 
Minute details are given, including the 


fulfillment of the Old Testament prophecy 
of the virgin birth of Emmanuel. 

Luke’s record is even more detailed 
(Luke 1: 26-35). And Luke was a physi- 
cian, a scientific man whose medical lan- 
guage has been shown by the world-famous 
physician Dr. Howard A. Kelly, of Johns 
Hopkins, to be impeccably accurate and 
scientific; and Luke was also a historian 
of the highest standing, whose historical 
statements have been shown by Sir Wil- 
liam M. Ramsay, the great archeologist, 
to meet the severest tests of historical study 
and contemporaneous evidence. 

To attempt to argue against the histor- 
ical fact of the virgin birth because cer- 
tain New Testament writers do not mention 
it is a confession of the greatest weakness 
on the part of those who would thus argue. 
Suppose every important Bible fact or 
doctrine were to be rejected because not 
mentioned by certain writers in the Bible! 

Perhaps the most scholarly and compre- 
hensive study of the virgin birth that has 
yet been made is the large volume of more 
than 400 pages by Dr. J. Gresham Machen, 
“The Virgin Birth of Christ,” which an- 
swers practically every attack that has been 
made upon this vital doctrine by critics 
and Modernists. Dr. Machen’s study on 
the facing page is invaluable, and he dis- 
cusses the question of the “silence” of cer- 
tain New Testament writers.

of Nazareth. According to one view, 

he was the finest product of human- 
ity, divine because he was perfect man. 
According to the other view, he was and 
is both God and man, God being God and 
not man, and man being man and not 
God, but Jesus Christ being God and man 
‘in two distinct natures and one person 
forever.” 

The former view is the view of the 
“Liberalism” or Modernism now largely 
dominant in the visible Church; the lat- 
ter is the view of the Bible. 

It is sometimes thought that Modernism 
agrees with the Bible in emphasizing the 
true humanity of Jesus, and that that is 
a salutary emphasis. Formerly, it is thought, 
the theologians lost sight of the humanity 
of Jesus in their effort to preserve his deity ; 
there was need, therefore, for the pen- 
dulum to swing back, and if it has swung 
a little too far that may surely be ex- 
cused; we may regret that the Modernists 
do not emphasize the deity of our Lord, 
but at least we may rejoice that they have 
given us back his true humanity, and the 
recognition of his true humanity may be 
a stepping-stone to a more adequate view. 

As a matter of fact, however, such com- 
placency is altogether mistaken. In deny- 
ing true deity to our Lord, the Modernists 
have really denied even his true and per- 
fect humanity. They have given us a 
Jesus who made lofty claims that were not 
justified; they have given us a Jesus who 
was a monstrosity and not a man. The 
Bible, on the other hand, presents to us a 
true man, whose stupendous claims were 
fully justified because his human nature 
was in personal union with the eternal Son 
of God. 

This representation appears in the, Bible 
throughout. Only a superficial view can 
lead men to suppose that the humanity of 
our Lord is taught in one part of the Bible 
in such fashion as that we can understand 
that before we go on to those parts which 
teach that he was truly God. Rather, the 
Bible always presents the humanity of 
Jesus in such a way as is proper only to 
One who was God as well as man. 


“Who Is This, So Weak and Helpless ?’’ 


How truly human is the Jesus of the 
Bible! At Christmas time, at least, we 
ought to recognize that fact. There he 
lay, a little child, helpless, in the manger, 
dependent upon Joseph’s care. But who 
was it who lay thus helpless in the lowly 
cattle shed? The answer is given in the 
beautiful hymn of William Walsham How: 


Who is this, so weak ‘and helpless, 
Child of lowly Hebrew maid, 
Rudely in a stable sheltered, 
Coldly in a manger laid? 
’Tis the Lord of all creation, 
Who this wondrous path hath trod; 
He is God from everlasting, 
And to everlasting God, 


That babe of Bethlehem was like no other 
baby that ever was born upon this earth.

A great evangelical denomination, 
the Presbyterian Church in the U.S. A., 
made a deliverance in its General As- 
sembly of 1910 and 1923 that “it is an 
essential doctrine of the Word of God 
and our standards that our Lord Jesus 
Christ was born of the Virgin Mary.” 

A large and representative body of 
ministers of that denomination signed, 
in 1924, “An Affirmation” declaring 
among other things that “we are op- 
posed to any attempt to elevate these 
five doctrinal statements [including the 
one just quoted], or any of them, to 
the position of tests for ordination or 
for good standing in our church.” 

Is the doctrine of the virgin birth of 
Christ, therefore, unimportant in the 
faith of the Christian? This issue en- 
ters into the tragic crisis confronting 
the entire Church of Christ today, es- 
pecially with relation to its foreign 
missionary obligation. The Times re- 
joices in the privilege of presenting this 
masterly message by one whose re- 
cent volume on the Virgin Birth is 
recognized as perhaps the most schol- 
arly, exhaustive, and convincing study 
of this vital doctrine that has ever 
been published. 








He was born because the Second Person of 
the blessed Trinity, he through whom the 
universe was made, the very God, infinite, 
eternal, and unchangeable, was pleased in 
his infinite love and compassion to take 
unto himself our human nature in order 
that he might obey God’s law and pay the 
just penalty of our disobedience upon the 
cross. The birth of Jesus Christ, unlike 
the birth of any other man, was a volun- 
tary act of the one who was born; and 
that one who was born was very God. 


The Miracle of the Incarnation 

That act of the incarnation, when the 
eternal Son of God became man, was a 
stupendous miracle. It was not merely an 
act of providence; it was not something 
that God accomplished merely by a use of 
the course of nature which he had made: 
but it was an act of his immediate or 
creative power. That is what we mean 
when we say that it was a miracle. 

The Bible tells us what this miracle was, 
and when it was wrought. It was wrought 
when the Holy Child was conceived in his 
mother’s womb. Jesus of Nazareth, the 
Bible tells us, was not begotten by any 
human father, but was conceived by the 
Holy Ghost and born of the Virgin Mary. 

The Bible does not tell us that as though 
it were merely giving us one explanation, 
among other possible explanations, of the 
reason why Jesus when he grew up was so 
different from other men. It does not first 
tell us about the incarnation in general 
terms, and then tell us about the virgin 
birth as a “theory” regarding the way in 
which the incarnation took place. No, the 
Bible, here as always, is a very direct and 
definite book. “Now the birth of Jesus 
Christ,” says the first chapter of the first 
book of the New Testament, “was on this 


wise: When as his mother Mary was 
espoused to Joseph, before they came to- 
gether, she was found with child of the 
Holy Ghost.” That is not the language 
of theory; it is the language of fact. The 
only incarnation which the Bible knows is 
that which took place when the holy Child 
was conceived by the Holy Ghost. 


The Evidence for the Virgin Birth 


Is the Bible story of the virgin birth 
a true story? 4 That question of all ques- 
tions is of course answered at once for 
the man who believes that the Bible is 
truly God’s Word. The Bible plainly 
teaches the virgin birth; if the virgin birth 
is not a fact, then the Bible is not true; 
and if the Bible is not true, then we are 
attributing falsehood to God if we continue 
to call it God’s Word. ; 

But it may be shown that even to the 
man who is not yet convinced that the 
Bible is the Word of God, or who calls it 
the Word of God only in some loose Mod- 
ernist sense, still the evidence for the fact 
of the virgin birth is very strong. The 
virgin birth is narrated in two of the Gos- 
pels, in two independent narratives, each 
breathing the atmosphere of Palestine and 
self-evidencing in its marvelous simplicity 
and beauty and restraint. The rest of the 
New Testament does not plainly attest it, 
but that may readily be explained. Mark 
says nothing at all about the birth of Jesus, 
and for him to have done so would have 
been quite out of accord with the plan of 
his Gospel. John also says nothing about 
the virgin birth, but there again a men- 
tion of it would apparently have been out 
of accord with the plan of the book. The 
Gospel of John presents the direct testi- 
mony of an eyewitness; it begins its de- 
tailed narrative very naturally, therefore, at 
the point where the author first came into 
the presence of Jesus, and very vividly is that 
first scene depicted. The contemporaries of 
Jesus would of course know nothing about 
the holy mystery of the virgin birth. Eyen in 
the earliest apostolic preaching, in the pres- 
ence of those who had not yet been won to 
Christ, it would hardly be mentioned; we 
need not be at all surprised, therefore, when 
we do not find it in the brief examples of 
Peter’s missionary preaching which are 
included in the early chapters of Acts. 
Mary would naturally keep her wonderful 
secret long locked in her meditative soul. 
Only after the resurrection would she tell 
the story to some sympathetic ear; and so 
the story appears —at least in the Gospel 
of Luke —with indications of its coming, 
as the divulging of a holy secret, from 
Mary’s lips. 

It is not clearly mentioned in the Epistles 
of Paul; but if we accepted nothing in the

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life of our Lord on earth except that which 
Paul has mentioned in his Epistles, how 
meager our knowledge would be! Even 
the institution of the Lord’s Supper and the 
list of appearances of the risen Christ ap- 
pear in only one of the Epistles of Paul; 
and there they appear only because of 
what we should call, from the world’s 
point of view, the “chance” that certain 
errors had arisen in the Corinthian Church 
which made the mention of them neces- 
sary. If those errors had not “happened” 
to arise in Corinth, and Paul therefore had 
not had occasion to mention these things 
in opposition to them, how far-reaching 
would have been the conclusions which 
would have been drawn by modern skepti- 
cal historians from his “silence”! Yet these 
things about which the Epistles would 
then have been silent would have been 
just as fundamental in Paul’s teaching in 
the churches as we now, by the direct 
testimony of 1 Corinthians, know them to 
have been. It is utterly unwarranted to 
argue that Paul knew nothing about Jesus 
except those things that he has found occa- 
sion in the Epistles to tell. So it is unwar- 
ranted to argue that he did not know of the 
virgin birth. 
The Virgin-Born Saviour 

We can say, therefore, that the direct 
attestation of the virgin birth is as abun- 
dant as we could reasonably expect it to 
be on the supposition that the virgin birth 
is a fact. But what gives that testimony 
tenfold power is its marvelous agreement 
with the whole Biblical account of Jesus 
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Christ. There is, indeed, an initial pre- 
sumption against the acceptance of any 
miracle, But how gloriously has this pre- 
sumption been overcome by the Bible’s pic- 
ture of Christ! Men have tried to explain 
the picture in this way or that; they have 
tried to show how upon some modicum of 
truth this wonderful supernatural figure 
has been superposed. But really it has 
been all in vain; the “quest of the historical 
Jesus,” if the historical Jesus be presumed 
to be a purely human Jesus, has resulted in 
lamentable failure. No, the Bible picture 
is drawn from the life, and God did walk 
as a man upon this earth. 

But in that wonderful picture of him who 
was both God and man, the story of the 
virgin birth is an integral part. Accept 
the rest of what the Bible says about 
Jesus, and then try to hold that he was the 
son of Joseph and Mary by ordinary gen- 
eration, and you will discover that you have 
introduced a terrible contradiction into the 
Bible portrait. It is, indeed, improbable 
that any ordinary man should have been 
born of a virgin; but it is improbable -— 
nay, impossible —that this Man should 
have been born in any other way. 

The Bible really knows but one Jesus, 
and history knows but one. That one was 
no mere religious teacher or prophet, but 
was a divine Redeemer, come into this 
world for the salvation of men; and when 
he came, he did not come by ordinary gen- 
eration but was “conceived by the Holy 
Ghost and born of the Virgin Mary.”

“Mother, dearest little Mother, what are 
they going to bring me? I would just like 
to know.” 

“O Martin, I do not think they will 
bring you anything.” 

“That I could never believe, Mother 
dear, for they brought the Christ Child 
presents, and they will not forget me; be- 
sides, you remember last year they brought 
me a ball and a trumpet, and the year be- 
fore a balloon and those beautiful white 
rabbits. Now you just tell me, as you 
always do, what they will bring me this 
year. What will it be?” 

“Since your father died, alma mia, I have 
not much money to spend on presents, so 
you must not expect too much. Now run 
along and give the rabbits their food, and 
see that the hen and her chicks are under 
the box so the gorrillo will not get them 
during the night.” 

Martin’s father had died that year, and 
often. Martin had said the prescribed prayers 
for the dead, hoping this would aid his 
beloved parent. Often he had passed by 
the .little collection box hard by the big 
doorin the great cathedral, and had studied 


the lurid red and yellow painting under- 
neath, representing “souls in purgatory.” 
It was a crude conception of men and 
women enveloped in flames, agonizing, eyes 
upturned, hands outstretched, pleading for 
mercy and divine aid. 

Before his father’s death Martin had 
paid little attention to that box, and I doubt 
if he knew the picture was there. But 
now, at times it rose like a mountain in 
his thoughts, and in his frequent dreams 
it seemed about to roll over him and crush 
the life out of his little body. 

Was his father in those flames, in that 
dreadful place of sorrow without end?

Our little friend knew that for pay the 
priest would say extra prayers, and this 
would help his father, bringing relief to his 
constant sufferings.

the priest touched Martin’s shoulder, mo- 
tioning him to remain behind. After all 
had retired, the big building seeming more 
hollow and somber than ever, the priest 
stood by the door near the little collection 
box. 

“My son,” he said to Martin, “why so 
absent-minded this afternoon? And why 
are thine eyes so red? Hast thou been 
a bad boy, and didst thou receive punish- 
ment for thy misbehavior?” 

“Oh, no, holy father,” came back the 
quick answer. “It-has not been thus with 
me this day. My mother loves me and 
I try not to give her any trouble. It is 
this,” and as he pointed to the picture and 
the little collection box, tears began to 
course down his bronze cheeks. “This, O 
Father in God, this is not true. My father 
was a good man, thou didst know him 
well, He was thy friend. Why should 
God keep him in those dreadful flames 
till Mother can earn enough money to 
have mass and responses said for him?” 

“My son,” answered the priest, while 
he drew the boy close to him, “it is true. 
Our Holy Mother Church has so taught 
us, and we all, good and bad, must enter 
this place of suffering to purge our sins. 
When you grow up you can earn money 
and do good works, and apply them to 
the suffering soul of your father. Dry 
your tears, try to be a good Roman Cath- 
olic, and ask Our Lady the Virgin to aid 
you. And here, take this ten-cent piece 
and go buy yourself some candy.” 

Martin thanked the kind priest, and as 
he went out the gate of the churchyard 
he looked at the old woman who every 
Saturday afternoon brought her little table 
covered with a snow white cloth and 
heaped high with red, green, and white 
cactus candy. 

“Dulces, dulces, comprame _ dulces” 
(“Candy, candy, buy some candy”), she 
called out to Martin, who seemed to waken 
as out of a trance. He turned and quickly 
ran back into the church and dropped his 
coin into the little box above the horrid 
picture. Who could eat sweets or enjoy 
anything while his father was burning in 
great flames, suffering, weeping in that 
overheated furnace?

All was still and in 
restful harmony except our little friend 
whose heart was sorely troubled. 

“Madrecita,” said Martin, “do you know 
what day it is tomorrow?” 

“Surely,” answered the mother, “to- 
morrow is the day of the Three Wise 
Men!” 

After a long silence Martin came close 
to his mother and timidly asked, “Little 
Mother, how long since my tatito died?” 
Both looked at each other, then the mother 
drew the boy toward her and both wept 
in silence. Martin was the first to break 
the silence. He was a manly little feilow, 
only seven years old, but carrying a crush- 
ing load on his tender heart. “Mother, 
forgive me, I should not have reminded 
you, but I could not help it. I was thinking 
last night of the white rabbits father 
brought me. Do you remember what fun 
we had making a hutch for them? Last 
night, Mother dear, I had a dream. I 
dreamed I heard my father calling me very 
softly, ‘Martin, Martincito.’ I looked up

Socialism is given by Pastor Ernst 
Modersohn in The Evangelical Chris- 
tian. Mr. Modersohn is one of the leading 
evangelists of Germany and a wholly re- 
sponsible witness. He insists that Com- 
munism was on the point of taking control 
of Germany, that lists of victims were 
made out, that his own name was upon 
these lists. “In the very last hour God 
gave us Chancellor Hitler as a deliverer.” 
Well, then, how about the Jews? Dr. 
Soedergren of Upsala says, “Judaism in 
Germany has been the bitter assailant of 
Christianity, the corrosive enemy of public 
morals and political morals. Germany has 
been for fourteen years in the hands of 
a combination of Socialists, Jews, and 
Catholics who have divided up the offices 
among themselves and fostered corruption 
in government.” While the terrible over- 
population of the professions in the last 
decade has condemned thousands of young 
German university graduates to hopeless 
unemployment, Jewish graduates are almost 
without exception able to escape this fate. 
Half the lawyers of Germany are Jews, 
ninety per cent of the assistants in the great 
city clinics. One thinks of Exodus 1: 7- 
9: “And the children of Israel 
waxed exceeding mighty; and the land was 
filled with them. . . . Behold the people of 
the children of Israel are more and mightier 
than we.” All of which does not excuse 
(if it explains) the cruel treatment of 
Israel. 

Another says: “Back of Bolshevism is 
the godless Jew. But Bolshevism is being 
rooted out of Germany to the last shred 
and fiber. In that Germany where recently 
an anti-God exposition took place which, 
in cynical scorn of all that is holy, was 
not an inch behind those of Moscow; in 
that Germany where hundreds of thousands 
of children were taught by atheist teachers 
to be the enemies of Christianity; in that 
Germany where aimost all the street stands 
and railway stands offered the public the 
dirtiest, lowest, and most antichristian lit- 
erature; in that Germany in which the 
public was daily inoculated in press, movies, 
and theaters with Bolshevist infection, — 
the Christian school has been reintroduced, 
no more antichristian films are allowed, 
filth has been swept from the news-stands, 
and no Bolshevist dare lift his voice.” 


Ts German explanation of National 


The Clean-Up.—The great burning of 
rotten literature in Berlin has been the 
subject of scornful comment. Savonarola’s 
bonfires were of luxuries which were harm- 
less indeed in comparison with most of 
what went into the Nazi flames. There 
has been astonishing success in cleaning 
up kiosks, in eliminating immoral adver- 
tisements, in closing dives. Thus in Berlin 
the 1,448 lending libraries were success- 
fully subjected to a purging campaign 
which has weeded out vast quantities of 
vicious and vulgar literature. Jazz, is 
replaced with classical German music, 
Freudian literature sent flying. 


Further, the antichristian terrorism of 
Communism which kept the people out of 
the churches and the children out of Chris- 
tian schools has been removed, Parents 
have transferred their children back into 
the Christian day schools, so that, in many 
places, the state schools have been depopu- 
lated. The charitaple institutions have been 
recovered from antichristian control. One 
example: In the Zehlendorf suburb of Ber- 
lin a private charity called The Children’s 
Shelter had been taken over by the city 
of Berlin. Prayers had been abolished. 
The German salutation, ‘““A blessed meal- 
time,” had been changed to, “A jolly meal- 
time.” If a teacher dared to start a hymn 
he was reported. Now the Christian char- 
acter of the school has been entirely estab- 
lished to the satisfaction of all. Socialist 
and Jewish officials had filled the public 
charitable offices with men of their temper: 
the private ones they either secularized or 
starved. “It is but the good grace of God 
which has kept the institutions of the Inner 
Mission alive up to the present,” writes 
one. The Marxist officials have been forced 
out, and Goring has promised that secular- 
ization of charity shall cease. 

The privileged position that Romanism 
has had in Germany, thanks to the alliance 
between the Socialist and Centrum parties, 
is now at an end. One should also notice

that the so-called German-Christians are 
not all men who want merely to “German- 
ize” Christianity. Large numbers wish 
to revive the life of the church, to make 
it potent in the life of Germany, to save 
it from vegetating in an inert and dull 
routine. Many want to drive out of the 
church the theological unbelief which has 
no right or real citizenship in the Lutheran 
Church or in any church. One writes 
from the Palatinate that here is the oppor- 
tunity to break down rationalism. “We 
have already done away with the Protestant 


Union (Modernist) calendar with which 
the villages have been flooded. The liberal 
theology paper will soon go the same way.” 
The first article of the constitution of the 
reorganized church reads: “The unassail- 
able foundation of the German Evangelical 
Church is the Gospel of Jesus Christ as 
witnessed to us in the Holy Scriptures and 
later in the Creeds of the Reformation.” 
“No Word of God helps me, out of which 
the teeth have been broken,” writes one. 
“Hence I repudiate all those who say God 
and mean only man.” 

“It is not the hard times which have 
closed so many theaters,” writes a contrib- 
utor to Das Evangelisches Deutschland. 
“The grounds lie deeper. The liberal epoch 
has come to an end. The great classics 
are taking the place of modern vulgarities.” 


That the officials of the new Nazi 
regime have been high-handed at times 
in their treatment of the state church is 
unquestionable, but this is probably but the 
after-swell of the storm. Dr. Jaeger, 
Commissioner of the Church of Prussia, 
is obviously a Prussian Junker (“Protests 
in local church papers will not be allowed 
publication, nor will clergymen be allowed 
to utter protests in the form of petitions. 
I cannot suffer any kind of opposition and 
must look on such attempts as treason,” 
etc.) On the other hand, such pronounce- 
ments have called forth spirited protest. 
The assembled pastors of Bielefeld, for ex- 
ample, “demand that the life of the church 
be free from the pressure of politics. We 
object with all our strength against the 
substitution of state commissioners for spir- 
itual leaders and church corporations: We 
look on this as an intolerable affront to 
the freedom of the evangelical church.” 

There are those who would “Germanize” 
the church as Professor Bergmann of Leip- 
zig. He would erect a national church on 
the basis of old Germanic myths. Hocking 
asks for a missionary rapprochement with 
Asiatic heathenism. Bergmann would es- 
tablish Teutonic heathenism in the church 
itself, and cast out the revelation of grace. 
The two propositions are equally foolish. 
Dr. Zoellner in a powerful address -in 
Diisseldorf turns the tables on these anti- 
Marxist German enthusiasts by showing 
how their ideas come from the atheist Feur- 
bach, the friend of Marx and Engels. For 
Feuerbach held that Christianity was the 
myth of the Jews, as Greek and Norsemen 
had their national mythologies.

Shemer for two talents of silver and started 
to build thereon the city of Samaria. In 
April and May, 1931, Mr. Crowfoot con- 
tinued the examination of this site of Sa- 
maria begun by the Harvard expedition in 
1908. He reports, “As our predecessors 
we find no trace earlier than the period 
of Omri, and it is clear that, as the Bible 
says, Samaria was founded by Omri.” 


2 Chronicles 26 : 23: “So Uzziah slept 
with his fathers, and they buried him with 
his fathers in the field of the burial which 
belonged to the kings; for they said, He is 
a leper.” Dr. Sukenik of the Hebrew Uni- 
versity in Jerusalem has found a _ stone 
inscribed in archaic Aramean, “The bones 
of Uzziah, King of Judah, have been put 
here. Do not open.” “It is evident,” he 
says, “from this passage in Chronicles that 
Uzziah was not buried in the sepulcher of 
the Kings of the House of David but prob- 
ably without the walls. Our inscription 
proves that the tomb of this king was 
emptied, while it is a known fact that the 
tombs of the other descendants of David 
have not been,” 


The great palace of Darius at Persepo- 
lis has been discovered by Dr. Breasted. 
This has been so completely obscured that 
it has never been plundered by treasure 
hunters and will doubtless yield rich stores 
of information concerning this period. 


Mr. Starkey has found at Lachish a 
well 250 feet deep which dates back to 
the Hyksos age, that is, to the time of 
Jacob and Joseph. It has in it today eight- 
een feet of excellent water. To dig a 
well of such depth and to stone it up would 
be no small feat even today. 


“Eastward in Eden’? was the garden 
planted, that is due east from Sinai and 
the wilderness where Moses wrote. Two 
of the four rivers were the Euphrates and 
the Tigris. A writer in The Evangelical 
Quarterly says that the other two, Pison 
and Gihon, have been identified by Captain 
C. E. V. Crauford of the British Naval 
Survey of the Persian Gulf. The Pison 
now runs under the sea, and is identified 
geologically ashore by a gold strata with 
bdellium (a marble) and agates, 6r onyx 
(Gen. 2:11, 12). Gihon, Captain Crau- 
ford thinks to be now subterranean, repre- 
sented by a dry wadi. 


Leopards and Jesuits.—Conservative 
Congregationalists should not forget Miss 
Janette Miller, who left the American 
Board and is carrying on a splendid work 
in another part of Angola. In establishing 
their new missionary board Presbyterians 
have marked out the way for other de- 
nominations. Through this new board con- 
tributions can be sent to conservatives on 
the field and will be sent to no others. 

Miss Miller is facing foes of many kinds, 
malaria among them. Her station is called 
Trois Fontaines from the springs in the 
neighborhood. The recent severe drought 
has drawn wild animals from far and near 
to these springs: A lion caught a pig near 
by, a wolf was equally successful, hyenas 
are after cattle and sheep. Leopards have 
been seen going boldly in single file. Of 
one leopard Miss Miller says: 

“We saw him leap over a high wall 
without touching it, and we saw him on 
the top of the roof of the house where 
the girls were last year. He passed by my 
window close enough to touch, if the glass 
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had not been between. Three nights the 
leopard has kept us up.” 

The mission to which Miss Miller is 
attached is the center of a dozen flourish- 
ing outstations. Christians stay only for 
training, and then go out to preach. Miss 
Miller writes that the postal authorities 
have fined her for putting Bible text 
stickers on her letters. Is this according 
to international postal regulations? She 
thinks not, and suspects the Jesuits, guilty 
as in the past of petty persecutions. Leop- 
ards and Jesuits! 


Boring from Within.—I have spoken of 
the underground movement for the Ro- 
manizing of the Swedish state church. A 
correspondent of The English Churchman, 
Albert Close, gives us this information: 

“A search of ‘Crockford’ discloses the 
fact that there are today thirty-six ex- 
Roman priests in the Church of England. 
I have had a searcher working for several 
months at the British Museum tracing the 
Roman priests who have entered the 
Church of England in past years as vicars 
and curates. Our satisfaction has been 
seriously damped by the discovery that 
most of the admissions have been made by 
the Bishop of St. Albans and other notori- 
ous Anglo-Roman bishops. What is the 
inference, when we remember that the pres- 
ent Bishop of St. Albans was the only 
English diocesan bishop to take part in 
Mass at the White City, where the Pope’s 
flag was flown over the high altar on the 
opening Sunday, until other indignant 
Anglo-Catholics had it taken down?”

Speaking to the Association for 
the Re-emphasis of New Testament 
Missions Miss Mayo described the 
Hindu religion as at the root of 
practically every social, economic, 
and political evil of India. ‘‘ The 
mutual sharing philosophy will 
never be advocated by one who has 
looked beneath the deep misery of 
this people. There is no earthly 
good in sending missionaries to 
India with a religious message that 
merely sprays the leaves and trims 
the branches of this tree. The tree 
must be dug up and its roots de- 
stroyed. Its place must be taken 
by a new and all-powerful growth. 
It is a great waste to send out men 
(as missionaries) who do not know 
what they believe. You cannot kin- 
dle a fire with a glow worm.” 











Theological Antiques.— Professor Koe- 
berle of Heidelberg speaks of “the age- 
long Ebionite tendency to reduce the mys- 
tery of the person of Christ to human 
nature. Its representatives today are the 
Anglo-Saxon Unitarians.” Professor Mau- 
rice Neeser of the University of Neuchatel 
in his recent “Reflexions sur la Divinité 
du Christ” (“Thoughts on Christ’s Divin- 
ity”), himself once touched with this first- 
century Modernism, says of the Modernist 
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Christology: “It has a far-off past. It 
belongs to history but does not occupy in 
history the important place which its rival 
does. This theology was on the point of 
winning the fight at the opening of this 
century. It is now broken in the breach, 
constrained to surrender many points to its 
rival, dogmatic theology. It is this last 
that is permanent. As a whole the New 
Testament is dominated by the apostolic 
message, that is to say, by the traditional 
Christology.” 


Brief Notes.—Pastor Yasinitzky, work- 
ing among the Russians in Manchuria, is 
allowed to broadcast sermons and hymn- 
singing every week. “We know that we 
can be heard by the whole Far East. Young 
people in Siberia are keen on radio, and 
this gives us a wonderful opportunity to 
reach the country where Christianity is 
being crushed.” . ..A new cult is re- 
ported from Japan called The Human 
Way. It is less than five years old, yet 
has already 200,000 adherents, among them 
educators, officials, and military officers. 
. .- Atheistic Communism is reported in 
Iceland. So does this epidemic, like influ- 
enza, touch the most remote places... . 
To the “re-thinkers of. missions”? who tell 
us that we are unappreciative of héathen- 
ism, that “we rub the fur the wrong way,” 
a sturdy South African missionary replies: 
“Then let the cat turn round. Let heathen- 
ism abandon its deceit, intemperance, and 
impurity. There must be a rebirth. The 
great stumblingblock is umbulo, the love 
of impurity.” ... A nephew of Robert 
Browning is working under the China In- 
land Mission in Yunnan preparing Chris- 
tian evangelists from among the tribesmen 
in a Bible Institute. . . . Egypt has wel- 
‘comed two hundred Jewish lawyers and 
doctors from Germany who will settle here 
in close proximity to Palestine. . . . Mr. 
Vansteenberghe of the Belgian Gospel 
Mission remarks that when Roman Cath- 
olics come to the light they burst out in 
joy and song. But Dr. Orchard made his 
way to Rome, according to his own ac- 
count, with groaning and in trepidation. ... 
The Hungarian Presbyterian Church has 
a new foreign missionary to the Turks of 
Bulgaria who is rapidly winning their con- 
fidence.... A colonel in the Greek army, 
writing for religious literature, explains 
that he has formed a society for young 
men with a purely spiritual program. It 
has at present 1,500 members which’ he ex- 
pects soon to double. “I know,” he writes, 
“that you evangelicals are better equipped 
with the knowledge of the Bible and are 
stronger in the spiritual life than we Or- 
thodox Churchmen.” .. . Kyrka och Folk, 
in writing of a meeting of Scandinavian 
Lutheranism, says that Norway was rep- 
resented by the former head of the the- 
ological faculty of the University of Oslo. 
“There was the same warning concerning 
‘peace,’ the same regrets about ‘discord.’ 
This seems to be the keynote of the swan- 
song of the Modernist phalanx, once so 
sure of victory, now of so little significance 
in the church.” 


A Correction.—In last month’s Survey 
it was stated that Pastor Faivre’s well- 
known annotated French New Testament 
had been printed in Spanish in an edition 
of 20,000 copies. This unintentionally un- 
derstated the fact, as 100,000 copies have 
been published. 


Dats LANGED, DALSLAND, SWEDEN. 
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“And a Little Child 
Shall Lead Them ” 


OD often uses little children to lead 

grown people, even hardened sinners, 
to Christ. In countless cases they have 
had a spiritual ministry resulting in eternal 
blessings. And when such experiences are 
narrated, whether in pulpit or book or 
Christian magazines, the incident almost 
invariably closes with the words, “And a 
little child shall lead them.” 

The verse is from Isaiah 11:6, and it 
occurs in the Christmas Sunday-school 
lesson in this week’s issue of THE SUNDAY 
ScHoot Times. Many of the incidents 
submitted for the Illustration Round Table 
on this lesson used the verse, the incidents 
all telling of the spiritual ministry of chil- 
dren to older people. They were interest- 
ing and true—but none of them was ac- 
cepted for publication. For this particular 
truth, that children may lead others to 
Christ, precious as it is, does not happen 
to have any place in the eleventh chapter 
of Isaiah. And “rightly dividing the word 
of truth” means studying the Scriptures in 
order to find out just what they teach, and 
not reading into them some meaning, how- 
ever true, that is not there. 

As the lesson writers in this issue show, 
this great prophetic passage in Isaiah looks 
forward to the return of the Lord and his 
righteous reign over the whole earth, when 
“the earth shall be full of the knowledge 
of the Lord, as the waters cover the sea.” 
The very face of creation will be changed 
then, the natural world being gloriously 
transformed, as “the creature itself also 
‘shall be delivered from the bondage of 
corruption,” whereas now “the whole crea- 
tion groaneth and travaileth in pain’ (Rom. 
8:21, 22). Eden conditions as they were 
before the fall will be restored, and this 
will affect the very nature of animals that 
today are ferocious, bloodthirsty, deadly. 

So Isaiah tells us that, in that wonder- 
ful day to come, “The wolf also shall dwell 
with the lamb, and the leopard shall lie 
down with the kid; and the calf and the 
young lion and the fatling together; and a 
little child shall lead them.” Even “a suck- 
ing child shall play on the hole of the asp, 
and the weaned child shall put his hand on 
the cockatrice’ den.” 

There is no reason for “spiritualizing” 
this passage, as some commentators do, 
and understanding these wild animals as 
meaning the sinful nature of men. The 
whole context indicates that the passage 
means literally what it says. Not until 
the millennium shall a little child, in per- 
fect safety, lead lions and leopards and 
play with snakes; but even this miracle 
will occur then, and in the midst of many 
similar miracles. 

In other words, this passage is not a 
tribute to the power or influence of little 
children. Other Scriptures pay high tribute 
to little children and their faith. The Lord 
himself said, “Except ye 
little children, ye shall not enter into the 
kingdom of heaven” (Matt. 18:3). But

the passage in Isaiah calls attention to the 
physical weakness and helplessness of lit- 
tle children, which makes all the more re- 
markable the fact that they shall be able 
in the millennium, to treat wolves, leopards, 
and lions as they now treat kittens. 

Jamieson, Fausset and Brown point ou’ 
that Isaiah predicts “a literal change in the 
relations of animals to man and each other 
restoring the state in Eden.” When God 
created mankind he said: “Let them have 
dominion over the fish of the sea, and over 
the fowl of the air, and over the cattle 
and over all the earth, and over every 
creeping thing that creepeth upon the earth” 
(Gen. 1: 26). Mankind lost this dominion 
over the animal world through sin. “But 
where sin abounded, grace did much more 
abound”; and Ged is going to restore to 
the redeemed human race all that they had 
before the fall, and more. 
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Were Swaddling Clothes 
a Sign of Death? 


There are certain popular teachings 
which make a strong appeal when put for- 
ward as throwing light on the meaning 
of a Bible passage, but which unfortunately 
are not true. A case in point is an inter- 
pretation of the supposed “hidden” meaning 
of swaddling clothes in connection with 
the birth of Christ. It is said that the 
“swaddling clothes” mentioned in Luke’s 
Gospel (2:12), given by the angel as a 
sign to the shepherds that the Saviour had 
just been born, were symbolical of the 
grave clothes in which a dead body was 
wrapped for burial, and that therefore the 
swaddling clothes in which the Babe of 
Bethlehem was wrapped at his birth fore- 
shadowed his sacrificial death. 

THe Sunpay ScHoot Times has asked 
leading Bible students of recognized stand- 
ing and reverent belief whether they know 
of any reason for accepting this interpre- 
tation. Their replies are conclusively 
against it. 

Professor A. T. Robertson, D.D., one 
of the greatest scholars of our generation 
in the field of New Testament Greek, 
writes: 


I do not know a particle of evidence for 
sparganoo (Luke 2:7, 12) being used for 
burial. In Euripides, Aristotle, Hippocrates 
and Plutarch it is used for swaddling 
clothes for infants. 


The Greek verb sparganoo occurs only 
twice in the New Testament, in the two 
verses cited in Luke 2 and translated 
“wrapped in swaddling clothes.” Dr. W. 
P. White, of Los Angeles, the well-known 
Bible teacher, discusses the question more 
fully in the following interesting letter: 


I cannot understand how any Bible 
teacher can dig out of Luke 2:12 the 
teaching that the swaddling clothes fore- 
shadowed the sacrificial death of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. The Greek word used for 
grave clothes in John 11:44 is keiria 
meaning a winding sheet. The Greek word 


used in Luke 2:12 is sparganoo, and it — 
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means to strap or wrap with strips an in- 
fant after the Oriental custom. I do not 
believe that the two words are in any way 
related. 


The “sign” was not the swaddling clothes, 
but “a babe wrapped in swaddling clothes, 
lying in a manger.” 


I think Bible students should be very 
careful not to read into a passage of God’s 
Word what the Holy Spirit did not think 
of when the passage was written! Unless 
the proposed teaching is found somewhere 
else in God’s Word, the reading into a 
passage what is not there is as dangerous 
as reading out of a passage what God plainly 
states. 


Still another well-known Bible teacher 
whose studies have often enriched these 
columns, Dr. Wilbur M. Smith of Coates- 
ville, Pa., writes, in part: 


“There is not the slightest indication in 
the text itself that the death of Christ was 
typified or prefigured in the ‘sign’ of the 
babe in swaddling clothes lying in a man- 
ger. A sign (semeion) is, as Thayer says, 
‘that by which a person or a thing is dis- 
tinguished from others and known.’ Thus 
Christ was being continually appealed to, 
to manifest some ‘sign’ to prove that he 
was what he claimed to be. It was by a 
‘sign’ that Judas was to differentiate the 
Lord to his betrayers from others who 
would be in the garden at the same time 
(Matt. 26:48). The days of Christ’s re- 
turn will be distinguished from other days 
by ‘great signs’ (Luke 21:11, 25). In 
the passage before us, the ‘sign’ was to indi- 
cate to the shepherds which babe in Beth- 
lehem was—of all who might be found 
there at that particular time —the one of 
whom the angels spoke. 

“It was probable, indeed almost certain, 
that every babe under a year old in Beth- 
lehem that night would be in swaddling 
clothes; if so, such could not truly be the 
sign for which they were to look. It was 
the uncommon and rare fact that ‘thou shalt 
find a babe wrapped in swaddling clothes, 
and lying in a manger, 

“Thus the great German exegete, H. 
A. W. Meyer, remarks: ‘In view of the 
smallness of Bethlehem, the sign specified 
. . . [lying in a manger] was sufficiently 
certain [italics are his] at once to guide 
inquiry to the child in the village.’ So also 
Godet: ‘This sign has nothing divine about 
it but its contrast with human glory. There 
could not have been many other children 
born that night in Bethlehem; and among 
these, if there were any, no other certainly 
would have a manger for its cradle.’ Bruce 
has the same idea in mind: ‘The sign was 
just that which might, but for forewarning, 
have been a stumbling-block: the Saviour 
and Lord lying in a crib, in a cattle stall, 
or cave!’ 

“Finally, the great New Testament ex- 
positors do not even suggest such a mean- 
ing for the wrapping of the babe in swad- 
dling clothes. Even the early Church 
Fathers, who advanced almost every con- 
ceivable interpretation for almost every 
verse of the Gospel story, apparently never 
connected this early event with our Lord’s 
burial. Dr. Harold Smith has investigated 
this field exhaustively, and in thé first 
volume of his ‘Ante-Nicene Exegesis of 
the Gospels,’ which covers the early chap- 
ters of Luke, the idea is not even hinted 
at. Such mighty expositors as Calvin, Ben- 
gel, H. A. W. Meyer, J. P. Lange, Godet, 
Alford, Bruce, Plummer, and many others, 
do not mention such a connection.”

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 
ws | OMORROW does not mean to me 


what it means to you.” The words 

were spoken with evident sadness 
by a Jewish physician to his friend, an 
earnest Christian physician, as they were 
riding together on the day before Christ- 
mas. He yearned for the joy that Christ- 
mas represented among real Christians, yet 
he was held by his Jewish bonds. Again 
the Christian world studies the meaning 
of the coming of the Prince of Peace, 
studies world peace amidst dark rumors 
of world war and darker fears of war. 
We take up the study of a vision of world 
peace given by Isaiah, the greatest Mes- 
sianic Prophet, at the end of our study of 
Paul, the greatest Messianic Apostle. 
Paul’s story is a record of constant tur- 
moil and strife and murder, culminating 
just before the bloody war that led to the 
destruction of Jerusalem and the unexam- 
pled tribulation of those days. How can 
we reconcile these apparently contradictory 
results of the preaching of the Prince of 
Peace? What does “tomorrow” mean to 
us individually, and to the world? 


The Historical Setting 

Isaiah’s prophecies in chapters 8 to 10: 
4 were in the reign of Ahaz, perhaps in 
740 B. C. But from 10:5 to chapter 12, 
including the present lesson, the prophecies 
were evidently after the destruction of 
Samaria (10:11), 722 B. C. 


Verse by Verse 

Isaiah 11: 1.—And there shall come forth 
a rod. Directly and majestically connected 
with the close of chapter 10, where the 
destruction of Assyria is described as the 
leveling of the cedars of Lebanon, which do 
not put forth new shoots. “But,” in con- 


land. 
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trast to this, a rod or sprout, as of an oak 
tree, will come out of little Judah. The 
triumph over one great enemy is thus the 
occasion for a prophecy of final triumph 
under Messiah. A Branch shall grow out 
of his roots. The word “Branch,” a shoot 
or descendant, is “netzer,’ and many 
scholars consider that “Nazarene” comes 
from the same root, and that Matthew 2: 
23 refers to this prophecy. Christ is the 
root as well as the branch (v. 10; Rev. 5: 
53 22°: 863 Zech... 3°55 Gs ie; jer; ays; 
33:15). 

Verse 2.—The spirit of the Lord shall 
rest upon him, The Holy Spirit, as in 
Isaiah 61: 1, 2, quoted by our Lord in Luke 
4:18, 19. The spirit of wisdom and un- 
derstanding. The first of three pairs of 
characteristics of Messiah, the perfect Sav- 
iour and Ruler of his people, qualities that 
come from the Spirit of God in his seven- 
fold perfections, typified by the seven- 
branched candlestick. (Be sure to read 
Zech, 4:1-7; Rev. 1:43; 3:13 4:5; 5:6.) 
These first two may be thought of as per- 
fection of intellect (1 Cor. 1:30; Eph. 1: 
17°: Col, 2:3: Matt. 22:18; John 2: 25). 
The spirit of counsel and might. Just what 
the perfect ruler needs, wisdom to plan 
right counsels, and power to carry them 
out (Isa. 9:6; 28:20). Knowledge and 
of the fear of the Lord. Messiah’s knowl- 
edge is the knowledge of God (Matt. 11: 
27), yet has in it the reverential fear which 
is the beginning of knowledge (Job 28: 28;

This is the explanation of the 
blessing (Isa. 1:3; 6:3; Num. 14:21; 
Hab. 2:14). The Spirit which rested upon 
him shall rest on all the world; of his full- 
ness, all will receive (John 1:16; 3:34; 
Col; 12193 Eph. 1217). 


The Heart of the Lesson 


After acknowledging, and mourning 
over, all the perversions of Christmas. by 
a self-seeking and spiritually ignorant 
world, there still remains in the Christians’ 
celebration of Christmas a challenge to all 
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th.t is holy and best. It rebukes selfish- 
ness, it brings a vision of what a peace- 
filled earth would be, it fills with new 
hope that peace on earth and good-will to 
men will yet solve every problem. And 
this hope is not a vain one. The “spirit 
of Christmas,” vague as it may be to many, 
is not mocking men. But sentimentalism 
with regard to world peace may become 
a greater enemy of a real honoring of 
the birth of our Lord than is commercial- 
ism. “This Hour Not the Hour of the 
Prince of Peace,” is the challenging title 
of one of Dr. Haldeman’s masterly ad- 
dresses on prophecy, and a true message. 
The passage from Isaiah makes plain that 
our Lord, the Prince of Peace, must return 
and slay the man of sin at His second 
coming, before the prophecy of world peace 
and the covering of the earth with the 
knowledge of the Lord can be fulfilled. 
The angels at Christ’s birth proclaimed 
peace; the peace was to be purchased by 
the blood of his cross. But men rejected 
the peace. An age of war has followed 
(Matt. 24:6, 7). But it is an age of grace 
also, perfect peace for those who believe 
(Rom. 5:1; John 14:27). He is coming 
again in judgment, and this judgment will 
be followed by universal peace (Isa, 11: 
4, 11).

coming and the glory is to follow at his 
second coming. In Isaiah 61:1, 2, the 
coming of Christ and of the year of the 
Lord’s favor is prophesied, and also “the 
day of vengeance of our God.” When our 
Lord quoted this prophecy, he stopped at 
the comma, and did not repeat the proph- 
ecy about the day of vengeance, for he 
knew that was in the future (Luke 4: 17- 
21). This is but one of the many prophe- 
cies that join together the events begun 
in the first coming, but consummated in the 
second (Zech. 13:9 to 14:7; Mal. 3: 1-4). 


Practical and Personal Applications 


Win the blessedness of peacemakers. 
They shall be called “the sons of God.” 
God is the great peacemaker. He made 
peace through the blood of his cross (Col. 
1:20). It is ours now to preach that 
peace near and far (Eph. 2:17; Acts 10: 
36; Rom. 10:15). 

Enjoy now our heritage of peace. Our 
Lord has given us the rich gift of his 
peace (John 14:27). We may have peace 
with God (Rom. 5:1), and the peace of 
God that passes all understanding (Phil. 
4:6, 7). 

Study to understand prophecy, and truly 
serve the living God and “wait for his Son 
from heaven” (1 Thess. 1: 10). 


Some things to plan for.Christmas Day: 
A sunrise prayer and praise meeting. Write 
a letter of cheer and joy to some mission- 
ary. Write a letter to some one in need 
of comfort or encouragement. Visit some 
sick person. Have a time of singing carols 
and other hymns in the home. Make this 
the beginning of regular’ family worship, 
if it has been neglected.

The World’s Peace Plans.—The wolf 
also shall dwell with the lamb (v. 6). 
Recent attempts toward peace have been 
in the direction of disarmament. Why 
the move to disarm has thus far largely 
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failed is explained in a clever parable by 
Winston Churchill: Once upon a time all 
the animals in the zoo decided they would 
disarm, and they arranged to hold a con- 
ference to decide the matter. The rhin- 
oceros said that the use of teeth in war 
was barbarous and horrible, and ought 
strictly to be prohibited by general consent. 
Horns, which were mainly defensive 
weapons, would, of course, have to be 
allowed. The buffalo, stag, and porcupine 
said they would vote with the rhino, but 
the lion and the tiger took a different view. 
They defended teeth, and even .claws, as 
honorable weapons. Then the bear spoke. 
He proposed that both teeth and horns 
should be banned. It would be quite enough 
if animals were allowed to give each other 
a good hug when they quarreled. No one 
could object to that. It was so fraternal 
and would be a great step toward peace. 
However, all the other animals were of- 
fended with the bear, and they fell into a 
perfect panic—From New Century Leader.

No Poor in the Church.—But with 
righteousness shall he judge the poor (Isa. 
11:4). What is “the poor’? Which man 
is the “poor man’? At what point does 
anyone cease to be “poor”? And also that 
related question, When does a man _ be- 
come rich? 

Every so often I make the statement in 
this Corner: There can be no poor in the 
Christian church. And then come the let- 
ters. But I do not argue. I just state 
facts (Prov. 30: 7-9). 

Some years ago a mechanic of Battle 
Creek, Mich., took me to task for a note 
along this line. In the course of his let- 
ter he says, “As a mechanic I have worked 
hard and long and have raised a fair sized 
family. All I have been able to give them 
is an education. Two of my girls are suc- 
cessful teachers with good salaries. My 
salary accumulation has been small,” etc. 
I wish you could see the letter I wrote this 
terribly “poor” mechanic, after I had laughed 
my head off at his poverty (?). “Why, 
man, you are rich and don’t know it.” 

One of the richest men in his city, one 
of the employers of that city, to whom a 
banker friend of mine sold $9,500,000 worth 
of municipal bonds, was so unspeakably 
poor he committed suicide. The successful 
manufacturer in his life created a great 
fortune, The unsuccessful (?) artisan cre- 
ated an educated family, and when he wrote 
me signed himself, “Your brother in 
Christ.” 

For forty years I have had the Rock 
Run Mission, where houses rent for $5 a 
month or nothing — mostly nothing. When 
the bread winner goes down by accident 
or disease the widow and children are 
forced to live where rents are small. When 
I get them in my Sunday-school and can 
keep them the families prosper and move 
away. We found a widow with six chil- 
dren, oldest a boy of twelve, with no food, 
no fuel, and a dead father. We raised the 
children in our school. All six “good do- 
ing” boys and girls in factory and mill. 
A while ago $15 a day was coming into 
that family. They moved down town on 
one of the best streets. 

Just a sample of why “No poor in the 
church” (Matt. 6:33). The real poor man 
is the one who has nothing of real value. 
The poorest man I ever knew had nothing 
but money. He had no hobbies, no real 
friends, and when he died his heirs did 
not grieve, but just expected! Poor old 
Sam! A failure with nothing but money. 


A Shrinking World.—The earth shall 
be full of the knowledge of the Lord (v. 
9). The skies are full of flying machines 
of both sorts. The air is full of music of 
all kinds, with words in all their multitude 
of combinations. In almost every home is 
a little machine out of which comes com- 
munications from the uttermost parts of 
the earth. 

The country had its latest thrill in mid- 
summer, when the great fleet of Italian 
“flying boats” came out of the east and 
visited the World’s Fair at Chicago. There 
are a great many things about this fiight, 
and other flights, with their narrow escapes 
and great achievements that thrill us, but 
to me the most striking thing is the fact 
that in all these flights the flying ships 
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were in constant communication with the 
world below, whether on sea or land, by 
means of radio. 

We do not know what electricity is, nor 
do we know what the stuff is which is put 
into the cylinders of the wonderful engines 
that run hour after hour without a single 
stop and drive the great flying machines 
through the air at a tremendous speed. 
Scientists tell us that in a single tumbler 
full of water there is enough atomic power, 
if it could be released, to drive one of 
these airships at 200 miles an hour for 
many hours. There is stuff called “nitro- 
glycerine,” which looks like water, the 
atomic power of which men have learned 
to release, and a cupful of which would 
destroy a whole block of any city’s finest 
buildings. 

These wonders of the day in which we 
live have been in the world ever since God 
created it. Men are just now making the 
discovefies, 

The day is coming when “the earth shall 
be full of the knowledge of the Lord,” and 
these modern discoveries of man are being 
used for this very purpose. Even as I write 
English flying machines are reaching hidden 
and inaccessible peoples in the remote places 
of the world where Jesus Christ is un- 
known. As soon as discovered, the devoted 
missionaries of the cross can be depended 
upon to follow to these mountain fastnesses 
(Acts 1:8).

AY, fellows, on this Christmas Eve 

there is no more appropriate topic for 
your thinking than— Peace. It is par- 
ticularly appropriate this Christmas sea- 
son, for it seems the world is sitting on 
T.N.T. As I am preparing this lesson the 
Geneva Disarmament Conference is on the 
verge of going to pieces, because of Ger- 
many’s withdrawal — Japan having already 
withdrawn; and leading statesmen are pre- 
dicting that only a spark is necessary to 
set great nations of the earth at each 
other’s throats again. 

There are two things you fellows only 
know of by hearsay. They are Saloons and 
War. The saloons, with all their bcrrible 
work in the wreckage of souls and human 
happiness, were closed by the Prohibition 
Law before you were born. The World 
War, which rocked the world and took 
twenty millions of lives fifteen to twenty 
years ago, had closed before most of you 
had cut your stomach teeth. It is no 
wonder that you do not look upon those 
two institutions with the horror that is 
felt by some of us older folks when we 
recall them. 

But you must know that peace is better 
than war, and today our study of Isaiah’s 
prophecy in the eleventh chapter points us 
to the only true source of enduring peace.

I love, by faith, to take a view of brighter 
scenes in heaven,

O SINGS a sweet old hymn, and so 

often my little mother used to sing me 
to sleep, and all unperceived by me at such 
times, she taught me to love such faith 
visions. Such was Isaiah’s beautiful vision 
of world peace, to be ushered in by the 
“Prince of Peace,” as that “little child” of 
Bethlehem who is still leading the faith- 
filled on toward that day when the govern- 
ment of this world shall in full truth be 
upon his shoulder. When that day dawns 
there shall indeed be no end to the increase 
of peace, for he shall uphold it with “jus- 
tice and with righteousness from hence- 
forth even for ever. The zeal of Jehovah 
of hosts will perform this.” (Read Isa. 
9:6, 7 before you teach Isa, 11: 1-9.) 

The very best thing you can possibly 
do for your girls is to make this glorious 
passage from this glorious prophet of 
world-vision so beautiful to your girls that 
they will want to memorize it, even this 
Christmas week, so filled with every other 
activity that thoughts concerning the Prince 
of Peace himself find small place in the 
minds of even Christian people. 

Begin by reading it, in full, aloud to 
them — with quiet but full emphasis. This 
will bring out its meaning better than 
many of your own words, but perhaps you 
can help the girls a bit—especially the 
younger ones—by some_ explanations. 
They will find in this passage (Isa. II: I- 
9) these several truths abcut this descend- 
ant of Jesse who is to bring in world peace, 
when his day dawns in full: (1) He was 
to be of the family of Jesse (David's lin- 
eage) ; (2) the Spirit of the Lord was to be 
his in complete measure, bringing him all 
wisdom, understanding, power, and knowl- 
edge (see Matt. 1: 20, and 3: 16 for fulfill- 
ment of this prophecy; (3) he was to judge 
men by his true perception of their inner 
selves, not by the outward hearing and seeing 
upon which mere men must depend; (4) 
he was to put wickedness to final destruc- 
tion; (5) righteousness and faithfulness 
were to be as his very garments. 

Such a one could indeed bring in that 
day when -the wolf and lamb could play 
together, the leopard and the kid, the calf 
and the lion keep company with the little 
child, when the knowledge of the Lord 
shall cover the earth as the waters cover 
the -sea! But that day is not yet,.and it

In his handiwork God has portrayed 
for us his majesty and beauty and his 
infinite perfection of detail. In the Bible 
he has written to us his messages of love 
that help us to know him. But in the 
Lord Jesus he has given us his own like- 
ness, so that as we look upon him and 
think about him we may know what God 
is like (Heb.

As John tells us they love 
darkness rather than light because their 
deeds are evil.

in the camps of the Civilian Conservation 
Corps through a plan developed with the 
office of the Chief of Chaplains of the 
War Department, where every facility is 
extended to make this service prompt and 
effective. 

Fifteen hundred copies of a new bold-face 
Bible, just published by the Society, were 
included in the libraries sent out from the 
U. S. Army base at Brooklyn to the ap- 
proximately fifteen hundred Conservation 
camps which have been established. The 
Chief of Chaplains notified the chaplains 
serving these camps that on application 
pocket Testaments would be furnished free 
by the American Bible Society, Bible 
House, Astor Place, New York City, to 
men expressing a desire to own and use 
them.

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Will the Lepers Have 


Any Christmas ? 


T IS nearing “Burra Din,’ the Great 

Day, as the Indian lepers call Christ- 
mas. One and another of the patients 
stop the doctor on his rounds in the mis- 
sion hospital and ask anxiously, “Has the 
letter come, Doctor Sahib?” 

“Not yet,” is the regretful answer. “You 
must not expect that the people in America 
who are having such very hard times will 
be able to send anything for Christmas this 
year.” 

Then Joseph limps away on his crutch 
to tell the group in his ward, eagerly wait- 
ing for the news, that the letter has not 
yet come from America with that strange 
piece of paper which can be turned into 
the warm blankets and food and other 
things they need so much. 

“We shall just have to make the things 
do which we got last Christmas,” says 
Purna Bauri, looking at the sandal worn 
so thin that his bandaged foot is unpro- 
tected from the cruel cuts of the stony path 
he traverses many times each day in his 
self-appointed task of carrying water for 
the vegetable gardens. 

Such scenes are taking place in every 
one of the leper hospitals around the world 
to which the American Mission to Lepers, 
156 Fifth Avenue, New York City, co-op- 
erating with every denomination, has sent 
some Christmas cheer each year. 

There have been drastic reductions. in 
gifts to this work and equally disastrous 
cuts in government grants, so that the mis- 
sionaries in charge of these colonies are 
wondering how they can care for absolute 
necessities, without providing the customary 
Christmas gifts of blankets, sandals, 
sweaters, towels, stockings, and food sup- 
plies —things which would appear to be 
necessities, but to the lepers are luxuries. 

The Christmas dinner—perhaps of 
curry and vegetables, perhaps of python 
steak or hippo meat if it is one of the 
colonies in Africa—looms large in the 
calendar of people who have no other amply 
Satisfying meal in all the year. For in- 
stance, in the Philippine colony, the largest 
in the world, the bakery has been closed 
and there is no more bread. Milk and butter, 
eggs and vegetables are things rarely en- 
joyed. Such a condition is tragically seri- 
ous, because good results from treating 
leprosy may be secured only when bodily 
resistance is built up by nourishing food. 

Every letter from the leper stations last 
Christmas told of the struggle to make the 
limited supplies go as far as possible. This
